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REPORT FOR SEPTEMBER. 


REFERENCE DEPARTMENT. 


During the month of September there were received at the Library, by purchase, 
515 volumes and 137 pamphlets; by gift, 721 volumes and 2,089 pamphlets; and 
by exchange, 4 volumes and 11,328 pamphlets. 

There were catalogued 3,103 volumes and 1,818 pamphlets, for which purpose 
10,725 cards and 1,355 slips for the printer were written. 

The following table shows the number of readers, and the number of volumes 
consulted, in both the Astor and Lenox Branches of the Library, also the number 
of visitors to the Print Department at the Lenox, during the month:

Sir: 


I have the honor to submit the following report of the work of this 
Library for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1901: 

The notable events of the year have been the completion of a Contract 
with the City and Mr. Andrew Carnegie for the provision of Branch Cir- 
culating Libraries, and the consolidation with The New York Free Circu- 
lating Library, thus ensuring such a broad and comprehensive library 
system for the City as was foreshadowed in the Address presented by the 
Board of Trustees to the Municipal Authorities in March, 1896.* 


CARNEGIE GIFT. 


At the meeting of the Board of Trustees on March 13th, 1901, there 
was presented a letter from Andrew Carnegie, dated March rath, in which 
Mr. Carnegie offered to furnish the money necessary for the erection of 
branch libraries in New York, to the amount of about $5,200,000, on 
condition that the City furnish sites for these branches and agree in 
satisfactory form to provide for their maintenance as built. This com- 
munication was transmitted to the Mayor with a letter from the Trustees, 
on March 15th, offering, if the City authorities should look with favor 
upon the general plan, to hold themselves in readiness to codperate in 
every way possible in furthering Mr. Carnegie’s purpose. + 

As a result of various conferences between Committees of the Trus- 
tees and the City officials, in order to settle any doubts as to whether the 
City was authorized, under the charter, to accept such a gift or to engage 
in such a contract, a Bill was introduced into the Legislature, providing 
for the acceptance of the gift by the City, which was passed by both 
Houses, and was signed by the Governor on April 26th. 

In accordance with the provisions of this Act a contract was drawn up 
between the The City of New York and The New York Public Library, 
Astor, Lenox and Tilden Foundations acting as agent for Mr. Carnegie,

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which was formally signed and executed July 17th, rg0r. In brief, this 
contract sets forth the offer of Mr. Carnegie and the enabling Act of the 
Legislature, and provides that the City shall proceed to acquire not more 
than forty-two library sites in the Boroughs of Manhattan, Bronx, and 
Richmond, upon which sites the Trustees of the New York Public Library 
are to erect library buildings from funds provided by Mr. Carnegie. The 
City grants and lets to the New York Public Library all such sites and build- 
ings to have and to hold so long as free branch public libraries are main- 
tained therein, and the City further agrees to adequately provide in its 
annual budget and tax levy for the cost and maintenance of these from 
the time the libraries are opened, to an amount not less than ro per cent. 
of the sum spent by Mr. Carnegie. It is agreed that these libraries shall — 
be accessible at all reasonable hours and times, free of expense to the per- 
sons resorting thereto, subject to such reasonable control and regulations 
as the Library authorities may, from time to time, exercise for the general 
convenience, provided that the lending delivery, and one or more of the 
reading rooms in each of the buildings shall be open and accessible to the 
public every day of the week except Sunday, but including all legal holi- 
days, from at least 9 A. M. to at least 9 P.M. On Sundays such parts of 
any libraries are to be open in such manner and during such hours as may 
be, from time to time, agreed upon between the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment and the New York Public Library. The books contained 
in these libraries which shall be purchased with the funds provided by Mr, 
Carnegie or by the City of New York are to be and remain the property 
of the City of New York and to be marked plainly as such. All sites 
selected must be approved by the New York Public Library, which shall 
furnish the plans for the buildings and shall appoint, direct, control and 
remove all persons employed within the said buildings respectively and in 
the care of the same. The City will provide for the repair of the several 
buildings located on sites owned by or furnished by the City and will 
furnish a supply of water. The Library is to furnish a detailed report of 
its transactions annually to the City. 


CIRCULATION DEPARTMENT. 


On December 11th, 1900, the Trustees of The New York Free Circu- 
lating Library adopted resolutions offering to consolidate with the New 
York Public Library on condition that the property of The New York 
Free Circulating Library be kept separate and be devoted to the purpose 
of a circulating library, and that all trusts held by it be administered in 
accordance with their terms. These resolutions were laid before the Trus- 
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tees of the New York Public Library at their meeting on December r2th, 
when they adopted resolutions accepting the proposal. 

An agreement for consolidation was prepared under the provisions of 
Chapter 541 of the Laws of 1892 as amended by Chapter 209 of the Laws 
of 1895, under which the consolidation of the Astor and Lenox Libraries 
and the Tilden Trust had been effected. Formal ratification of the agree- 
ment was made by the Board of Trustees of The New York Free Circu- 
lating Library at their monthly meeting on January 8th, 1901, and on 
February 19th the members of the Library ratified the action of their 
Trustees. The Agreement of consolidation was filed with the Secretary of 
State at Albany on February 23rd, and on the 25th organization was com- 
pleted under these articles of agreement. Dr. Thomas M. Markoe 
resigned from the Board of Trustees on account of ill-health and inability 
to attend the meetings and Mr. W. W. Appleton was elected in his place. 
A special committee on circulation and the work of the branch libraries 
was appointed consisting of Mr. W. W. Appleton, chairman, and Messrs. 
H. E. Howland, F. W. Stevens, J. F. Kernochan, Charles Scribner, F. C. 
Huntington and Alexander Maitland. 

At the time of the consolidation The New York Free Circulating 
Library held cash and securities aggregating about $300,000; it owned 
five buildings valued at $300,000, and about 160,000 volumes valued at 
$75,000, and with eleven centres of circulation it was circulating 1,634,- 
523 volumes per annum. The place of Mr. J. Norris Wing, chief libra- 
rian, who died on December zoth, 1900, was filled by the appointment of 
Mr. Arthur E. Bostwick, who had been chief librarian before Mr. Wing, 
and who gave up the position he then held as librarian of the Brooklyn 
Public Library to become Chief of the Circulating Department of the New 
York Public Library in February, 1got. 

An Act facilitating the consolidation of libraries in New York City was 
signed by the Governor and became a law on March 6th, 1901. Under it 
any library is authorized to transfer all its real and personal property to 
the New York Public Library upon such terms and conditions as may be 
agreed upon between the two institutions, and the Regents of the Univer- 
sity of the State of New York, on being satisfied that this has been done, 
may accept a surrender of the charter of the corporation so conveying its 
property and discharge its directors or trustees from their trusts in the 
premises. This does away with the necessity that previously existed, in 
case of consolidation, of starting an entirely new corporation, with elec- 
tion of officers, passage of by-laws, opening of a new set of treasury 


books, etc. 
The general administration of the Circulating Department has been 
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brought into conformity with that of the Reference Department with little 
difficulty, and the work of the Branch Libraries is going on satisfactorily. 
In May there was commenced the publication of a ‘‘ Monthly List of 
Additions” in the Circulating Department, which is distributed gratis 
and may be obtained on application at any of the Circulating Branches, 
or it can be consulted at either the Astor or Lenox buildings. 

There has thus been established a Circulating Department of the New 
York Public Library, with eleven Branches and a Traveling Library sec- 
tion. The details of its operations from March to June, 1gor, are given 
in the appended tables. These show that during the four months, March 1 
to June 30, 1901, there were circulated for home use 584,200 volumes, and 
were added 6,784 volumes—making the total number of volumes in the 
Circulation Department on July 1, 1901, to be 176,199. A specially inter- 
esting and useful part of the work of circulation is done by the Traveling 
Libraries, and attention is invited to the table which gives the details as 
to places to which these Traveling Libraries were sent. 


PUBLIC SCHOOL READING ROOMS. 


On November 14th, 1900, the Board of Trustees received a letter from 
Hon. Miles M.O’Brien, President of the New York City Board of Education, 
suggesting codperation between the Board of Education and the Library 
in the establishment of reading rooms in Public School Buildings. The 
matter was referred to the Executive Committee, which held a conference 
with a special committee representing the Board of Education, the result 
of which was a communication from Mr. O’Brien, dated December roth, 
stating that the Board of Education would furnish the necessary accom- 
modations for libraries in eight Public School Buildings, and provide for 
the payment of the necessary attendants, lights, etc., the Library to fur- 
nish books and periodicals for reference and circulation. On December 
12th, the Board of Trustees, in a series of resolutions, expressed their 
approval of the offer, and appropriated $8,000 to be used in supplying 
books and periodicals for such Public School Reading Rooms during the 
twelve months beginning January 1, 1901. The Executive Committee 
was given power to settle the details of the scheme in connection with a 
committee of the Board of Education. 

At the meeting of the School Board of the Borough of Manhattan, on 
December roth, the corresponding report of the special committee on the 
School Reading Rooms was adopted unanimously. 
~ The following schools were designated to contain the reading rooms: 
No. 30, at 230 East 88th Street; No. 90, at 163rd Street and Eagle Avenue; 
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No. 160, at Rivington and Suffolk Streets; No. 33, at 418 West 28th 
Street; No. 44 (new), at Hubert and Collister Streets aN Ot Towatcrssth 
Street, near 8th Avenue; No. 155, at Tremont and Anthony Avenues; 
No. 177, at Market and Monroe Streets. 

Rules for classification, in the City Civil Service, of the librarians and 
attendants in the reading-rooms were drawn up, submitted to the State 
Civil Service Commission, and approved by them in March. 

On April 17th, examinations by the Municipal Civil Service Commis- 
sion were begun for filling the places of librarians in the reading-rooms; 
candidates were restricted to persons in the employment of the New York 
Public Library or New York Free Circulating Library for at least one 
year for librarians and six months for attendants. As a result of this 
examination, librarians and attendants were appointed for four of the 
reading-rooms, and on June 24th rooms in the first four schools noted 
above were opened, each being supplied with about 400 volumes and with 
38 monthly and 61 weekly periodicals. These Public School Reading 
Rooms form a part of the Circulation Department, and it is believed that 
they will become an important part of the work of the Library. 


NEW BUILDING. 


On August 27th, 1900, Contract No. 2 was advertised, bids to be opened 
by the Park Board September 6th; this comprised the construction of the 
4oth Street cellars for the boiler and engine rooms, coal vaults and other 
rooms. 

On October 30th, the Park Board recommended to the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment the issue of corporate stock to the amount of 
$3,000,000 for the erection of the main building. The engineer of the 
Finance Department, to whom the matter had been referred, reported 
favorably, but recommended $2,850,000 instead, the issue of which amount 
was authorized by the Board of Estimate in January, 19o!. 

The bursting of a 42-inch water main in 42nd Street, on November 14th, 
flooded the foundations, but did no serious harm. 

In January, 1901, a model of the new building, built to scale by 
Messrs. Lostis and Neumann, was exhibited in the Governor’s room at the 
City Hall; it remained there until February, when it was taken to the exhi- 
bition of the Architectural League at the Fine Arts Building, on 57th 
Street. Thence it went to the Lenox Building, in March, and remained 
there until it was taken, in June, to the Pan-American Exposition at 
Buffalo. 

Cold weather and delay in awarding Contract No. 2, due to the decision 
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of the Court of Appeals upon the constitutionality of the ‘‘ prevailing rate 
of wages” law, and to the consequent necessity of readvertising the bids, 
prevented any material progress in the work during February and March. 

Contract No. 2 was at length awarded, on March 8th, to Mr. Herman 
Probst, and bids for Contract No. 3 were advertised to be opened on 
April rrth. 

This latter main contract included all mason work, marble for the ex- 
terior and portions of the interior, roofing, steel-construction, and fire- 
proofing. The amount of security required was fixed at $500,000, and the 
time allowed for the completion of the work at three years. It was decided 
to use white marble for the exterior of the building on all four sides, and 
also on the court fagades, and a specially selected grade of white marble 
for the interior; the specifications provide very carefully for the use of 
marble, excluding any of the materials commonly known as marble, but 
really nothing more than inferior grades of dolomite, subject to discolora- 
tion by the chemical action of the air. 

To allow further examination of the contract, and to permit changes in 
tke specifications, the opening of the bids was postponed from time to 
time until June 13th, on which date they were opened by the Park Board; 
out of five bids the Board of Estimate and Apportionment decided, on 
June 20th, to accept the bid of Messrs. Norcross Brothers, which was 
$2,865,706, and ranked third lowest. Attorneys for Mr. Eugene Lentilhon, 
the lowest bidder, filed a protest at the time, and on June 25th, on peti- 
tion of the attorney, Mr. Justice Blanchard, of the Supreme Court, granted 
a temporary injunction requiring the City officials on July rst to show 
cause why an injunction should not issue restraining them from awarding 
the contract to Norcross Brothers.*. 


CENTRAL REFERENCE LIBRARY. 
SHELF DEPARTMENT. 


During the fiscal year the number of volumes received by the Shelf 
Department, entered on the accession catalogue, and placed on the shelves, 
was 40,580, of which 19,891 were purchases and 20,689 gifts. The num- 
ber of pamphlets accessioned during the same period was 37,570, of which 
12,679 were purchases and 24,891 gifts. 

The number of volumes and pamphlets actually received at the Pye 
during the year was as follows: Volumes, 32,971, of which 11,753 were 
purchases, 17,404 were gifts, and 3,814 were exchanges; pamphlets,

exchanges. During the year 2,611 volumes and 19,374 pamphlets—dupli- 
cates—were sent out in exchange, and 2,804 volumes and 3,803 pamphlets 
-——United States documents—were returned to the Superintendent of 
Documents. 

The total number of volumes on the shelves and available for use at 
the end of June, r901, was 538,957, and of pamphlets about 182,370. 

Re-classification in the reference department has been continued during 
the year. The most extensive changes were made in the sections of 
theology and church history, philosophy, mathematics, astronomy, physics, 
chemistry, German history, and classical and English literature; work was 
done also in bibliography, art, theological periodicals included in Poole’s 
Index, history and geography of Latin-America, public hygiene, short- 
hand, medicine, and orientalia. The number of works re-classified 
amounted to 36,155 volumes and 5,033 pamphlets. The location and 
class marks in the printed and card catalogues for entries representing 
these works have been changed to correspond to the new classification. 

There were bound for the Library 9,126 volumes (not including about 
1,000 volumes bound abroad before importation); and the Library bindery 
repaired 809 volumes, mounted 35 maps, and took apart 3 old newspaper 
volumes; 5,918 volumes were tied up in manila paper and 7,452 volumes 
were lettered and labelled; 2,035 pamphlets were stapled or sewed to hold 
stiff paper covers. 

New shelving was added to the amount of 3,746 feet; but the shelves in 
some departments are becoming crowded, and it is necessary to store 
away some of the books least called for, to make room for the large acces- 
sions which are coming in. 


CATALOGUE DEPARTMENT. 


During the year there were catalogued 60,308 volumes and 39,045 
pamphlets, for which purpose there were written 214,520 cards and 20,454 
slips for the printer, from each of which slips from three to five printed 
cards were obtained. At the end of June, rgor, the index catalogue con- 
tained about 850,500 cards. The card catalogues in the two reading 
rooms at the Lenox Building contained 177,740 cards (106,240 in the 
general reading room, 43,000 in the music catalogue, and 28,500 in the 
catalogue of genealogies and local histories). In addition to the above, 
the catalogue of manuscripts contains 24,900 cards, of maps 20,400 cards, 
of Americana 49,300 cards, of prints 7,000 cards. 

The ‘‘small card” catalogue at the Astor Building which contained the 
author and subject record of books received by the Astor Library between 
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1880 and 1896 has now been abolished, all the entries in it having been 
transferred to the official author catalogue and to the public index catalogue 
either on written or printed cards. At the Lenox Building the cataloguing 
of the Americana (with the exception of a few collections, such as the 
De Bry, etc.) of early printed books, of voyages and travels, of the pam- 
phlets in the Ford collection, printed in this country before 1825, and of all 
American history, has been completed. Work is now going on in English 
literature. The work of preparing a subject catalogue for the books of the 
Astor Library obtained prior to 1880 is going on in connection with the 
re-classification work. Theauthor catalogue of these books is contained in 
the eight printed-volumes of the Cogswell and Nelson Catalogues, which 
ultimately will be transferred to cards and embodied in the general index 
catalogue. 

Owing to want of funds it nas been found necessary to discharge the 
greater part of the extra force which has been employed for the last three 
years in bringing up arrears of work in cataloguing and classification, and 
this work must now go on more slowly. Of recent accessions there still 
remain a few thousand books and pamphlets to be catalogued; but unless 
some large and unforeseen addition by gift should come in, I hope to have 
all of these disposed of by the end of the next fiscal year. There are still 
about 100,000 books and pamphlets catalogued by author titles only. 

The work of indexing certain current periodicals, referred to in previous 
reports, has been continued, and these index references are more and more 
highly appreciated by our readers. The number of current periodicals 
indexed is 1,125, besides those indexed for the A. L. A. co-operative work, 


and over 20,000 index cards were added to the catalogue from these two 
sources. 


READERS’ DEPARTMENT. 


During the year the number of readers who visited the two reference 
library buildings was 143,972, the Astor having received 101,689, and the 
Lenox 42,283. This isan increase of about 27,256 readers over the pre- 
ceding year of 1899-1900, the increase being 13,135 at the Astor Branch, 
and 14,121 at the Lenox. The daily average of readers was 465, or 329 at 
the Astor and 136 at the Lenox. The largest number in any one month 
was in March and the smallest in July, as has been the case in previous 
years. : 

The total number of volumes and periodicals issued to readers in both 
buildings during the twelve months, not including the use made of the open 
reference shelves, was 605,487. Of the 544,037 volumes called for at the 
Astor, the largest number, 106,015, or 19 per cent., belonged to applied 
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Science; 92,850, or 17 per cent., belonged to English and American litera- 
ture; 81,815, or 15 per cent., belonged to law, economics, sociology, and 
education; 67,871, or 12 per cent., related to the literature of Europe. The 
total number of volumes given out to readers at the Lenox Building was 
61,450, of which 33,542 related to genealogy and 4,335 to music. Tables are 
appended showing in detail by months the statistics of readers and the 
character of the books called for at the Astor and the Lenox Buildings. 


SLAVONIC DEPARTMENT. 


The accessions amounted to 863 volumes, bringing the total number in 
the department to 3,161 volumes. The most important gift during the year 
was from Mrs. Gertrude King Schuyler, and consisted of 497 volumes and 
68 pamphlets from the library of her husband, the late Eugene Schuyler; 
this proved to contain valuable historical material, periodicals, Russian 
church history, genealogy, philology, good editions of standard Russian 
anthors, etc. From Servia the Library received 115 volumes and 55 pam- 
phlets, mainly documents relating to foreign affairs of the country. Gifts 
from other sources were received to the amount of 91 volumes. The Library 
is now taking for this department 3 daily newspapers, 13 weekly and 31 
-monthly: periodicals. The number of volumes catalogued was 1,118, for 
which 4,674 cards were written; the number of volumes re-classified was 
286. The number of readers averaged 225 per month. 


EXCHANGES. 


During the year there were received by the Library on exchange account 
3,814 volumes and 5,911 pamphlets, and there were sent out duplicates in 
exchange to the number of 2,611 volumes and 19,374 pamphlets. In ex- 
change for the Bulletin there were received 116 American and 25 foreign 
periodicals (total 141), and in addition 152 American and 61 foreign (total 
213) annual publications and 68 separate volumes, all of which latter have 
been credited as gifts in the statistics of volumes and pamphlets actually 
received during the year. 

The most important works received by exchange were two volumes 
printed by William Bradford, one being the ‘‘ Laws of Her Majesties Colony 
of New York,” between 1691 and 1708, printed in New York in 1713, and 
the other the ‘‘ Votes of the Colonial Legislature,” from 1722 to 1737, 
printed in this City by Bradford and John Peter Zenger. The Library 
acquired also in this manner a complete copy of the ‘* Speculum Vite 
Humane” by Rodericus Sancius de Arevalo Zamorensis, printed by 
Sweynheim and Pannartz in Rome, in 1468, probably the third book printed 
in that city. Important files of San Francisco and Cincinnati newspapers 
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have been received by exchange, as well as documents and official publica- 
tions from the Australasian Colonies, Brazil, Chile, Costa Rica, New Hamp- 
shire and Indiana State Libraries, Uruguay, and other States and libraries. 


PERIODICAL DEPARTMENT. 


The total number of readers in the periodical department during the 
fiscal year was 21,472, being a daily average of 72. In addition to the 
journals contained on the open reference shelves, 209,028 numbers of 
periodicals were called for, being a daily average of 676. The total num- 
ber of periodicals received at this date is 3,646, of which 844 are gifts. In 
addition to these the Library receives, by purchase, 590 annual publica- 
tions, and by gift 5,260 annual publications*. The average of separate 
numbers of periodicals received daily is 258, the total number for the year 
being 80,645. This includes 56 daily papers, 575 weeklies, 141 semi- 
monthlies, 1,159 monthlies, 151 bi-monthlies, 495 quarterlies, 72 semi- 
annuals and 856 of irregular period of publication, In addition 517 docu- 
ment serials (224 foreign and 293 domestic) are included in the report of 
the document department. In exchange for the Auwlletin the Library 
receives a total of 354 periodicals, an increase of 53 for the year; of these 
152 are American annual publications and 6: foreign annuals, and 116 
American and 25 foreign periodicals of greater frequence of publication 
than annually. A table is appended giving the statistics of periodicals 
received by countries. 2,121 volumes of old periodicals were added to the 
Library during the year, completing important files. 


PRINT DEPARTMENT. 


The number of prints accessioned during the year was 8,763; the number 
of works catalogued in the department, 268 volumes and 14 pamphlets, for 
which 1,738 cards were written. There were hinged on mounts 386 prints. 
New shelving was added to the amount of 173 feet. The visitors to the 
print room numbered 432, and to the print exhibitions 7,683. 

Important gifts during the year have been received from Mr. S. P. 
Avery, including over 400 prints, besides many portfolios and printed 
books; from Mr. E. Bierstadt, 7 Japanese wood blocks; from Mr. Charles 
B. Curtis, 990 prints (over 1,400 pieces), 6 volumes, 11 pamphlets; from 
Mr. J. Durand, a specially bound volume, containing go original drawings, 
designed for bank-note vignettes by Asher B. Durand, his father, together 
with an engraved powder horn; from Mr. J. Elderkin, 9 prints; from Mr. 
E, D. French, 25 book-plates, executed by himself; from Mr. R. Swain

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Gifford, 8 of his own etchings; from Mr. Frederick Sheldon, 13 prints; 
from Mr. James D. Smillie, 628 prints, the work of his father, James 
Smillie, between 1825 and 1885, and 295 prints by other engravers con- 
temporary with his father; from Mr. Charles Stewart Smith, a collection 
of engravings by Japanese artists, amounting to 1,763 prints in 35 albums; 
from Mr. R. H. Storer 909 prints, and from Mr. H. Wolf r2 signed proofs 
of wood engravings by himself. 

The exhibition of caricatures of the Franco-German War period, held 
during the summer of 1900, gave place to an exhibition of the work of 
James MacNeill Whistler on October 24th; this was drawn mainly from 
the Avery collection, and included the etchings, a number of lithographs, 
the set of twenty-four photographs, ‘‘ Nocturnes, Marines, Chevalet 
Pieces,” photographic reproductions of paintings and lithographs by 
Whistler, catalogues of various Whistler exhibitions, pamphlets and cari- 
catures relating to him, together with pen-and-ink drawings, portraits, etc., 
signed by him or his fellow-artists; some portrait material was supplied by 
books in the Astor collection; Mr. Avery loaned Whistler’s portrait in oils 
by himself, and Mr. G. W. Maynard loaned an early drawing by Whistler. 

On January 21, 1901, this exhibition gave place to an exhibition of 
books, manuscripts, maps, plans, views, etc , relating to the City of New 
York. This included about 433 pieces, contained in fifty-two show-cases. 
A number of pieces were loaned by friends of the Library; the City (through 
the Comptroller) loaned the original manuscripts of the Dongan and Mont- 
gomerie charters (1686 and 1731), two volumes of corporation accounts of 
the periods 1691 to 1700, and 1706 to 1736, and documents relating to the 
ferries (1708-1871), and (through the City Clerk and Corporation) the 
oldest volume extant of the records of New Amsterdam, containing the 
minutes of the burgomaster and schepens from 1653 to 1656, and the 
Ordinances of the City from 1647 to 1661. Articles were loaned also by 
the following individuals: Mrs. Robert Abbe, President of the New York 
City History Club; Mr. William Loring Andrews, Mr, E. D. Church, Mr. 
John D. Crimmins, Mr. J. H. Innes, Mr. Alexander Maitland, Hon. John 
Boyd Thacher, Gen. James Grant Wilson, and also by the Bank of Man- 
hattan Company and by the New York Society Library. A list of the 
articles loaned was printed in the March Budletin; no list of the articles on 
exhibit was printed as such, but all books, maps, etc., in the exhibit owned 
by the Library were included in the various check-lists of works relating 
to the City printed in the Bulletin, in January-June, 1901. 

On March 23rd the New York City exhibition gave place to a collection 
of Japanese engravings and chromoxylographs formed by Captain Brinkley, 
of the ‘‘ Japan Mail,” and presented to the Library by Mr. Charles Stewart 
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Smith; to these were added original drawings in water-color and in pen- 
and-ink by Japanese artists, loaned by Mr. Smith. The prints covered 
mainly the period of 1750-1850, and included work by the most important 
men of the period; besides color prints there were woodcuts, both plain 
and colored by hand. 

On April 3oth this was replaced by a loan-exhibition of prints from the 
collection of Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan, chosen to illustrate the history of 
engraving to the beginning of the eighteenth century. The oldest work 
included several nielli, one of them being accompanied by the original 
silver plate, and some engravings of the ‘‘ maniére criblée.’’ The various 
schools were all well represented, some of the masters having an especially 
fine showing. The condition of the prints and the number of artists repre- 
sented made the exhibit a highly interesting review of the state and prog- 
ress of the art during the period represented. 

The exhibition of Morgan prints gave way on 28th of June toa selection 
of portraits chosen primarily for their artistic value. 

The exhibits at the Astor Building have included Japanese prints illus- 
trating the Chinese-Japanese war of 1894, arms and armor, early New York 
State maps, plates from the ‘‘ Necropolis of Ancon,” ornamental art of 
Japan and art forms in nature. 


Map DEPARTMENT. 


The Library has now a catalogue of over 20,000 separate cards, repre- 
senting probably a somewhat larger number of maps. All the roller maps 
are now catalogued and the full set of United States Coast Survey Charts, 
as well as all the more important old atlases, and atlases of reproductions. 


BULLETIN. 


The monthly Bulletin of the Library has-been continued, Volume IV. 
being completed in December, 1900, and containing to 416 pages. In the 
numbers from July to December, 1900, there were printed a number of 
important selections chosen from the manuscript collections of the Library 
worthy of special mention, being letters of James Asheton Bayard, 1802-14 
(July); letters relating to the expedition of Charles I. against the Cove- 
nanters in 1639 (August); and letters of James Russell Lowell, 1843-54 
(October) ; a calendar of the Jackson-Lewis letters (1806-1864) was printed 
in the September number; and the November and December numbers con- 
tained check-lists of works in the Library relating to the boundaries of 
the State of New York and to the North-eastern boundary of the United 
States. The Zudletins for the first six months of the calendar year IQOI 
were given up to check-lists of works in the Library relating to New York 
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City; these lists included general municipal documents, and newspapers 
(January), works relating to the financial and commercial history, etc., of 
the City, maps and atlases, guide books (February), general and political 
history of the City (March), water supply, vital statistics, fire department, 
streets, street railways, parks and water front (April), almanacks, direc- 
tories and churches (May), engraved views, libraries, schools, clubs, chari- 
ties, hospitals, etc. (June). 

The new ‘‘Monthly List of Additions” issued by the Circulation De- 
partment has been mentioned in the part of the report devoted to that 
Department. 

The stock of back numbers of the Bulletin is now so reduced that the 
price has been raised to $5.00 for Volume I., $3.00 for Volume II., $4.00 
for Volume III., $3.00 for Volume IV. The Library receives many 
requests from institutions on the mailing list asking for single numbers of 
the Bulletin to complete files for binding, etc., which requests it is often 
impossible to grant, because the stock in hand of the number in question 
is too low. A complete volume cannot be broken tc supply a single num- 
ber. Ifa number is not received either because of postal miscarriage or 
of fault of the Library in mailing it, the Library is always ready to fur- 
nish a second copy if promptly notified of the fact; it cannot, however, 

undertake gratuitously to furnish back numbers when notified that they 
are missing a year or more after date of issue. If libraries and institutions 
receiving the Bulletin would adopt some regular system of acknowledgment 
(monthly, semi-annually, annually, etc., as each might choose), sending 
prompt notification of missing numbers, the Library could undertake more 
successfully than at present to keep complete the files of the subscribers 
to the Bulletin, In the calendar year, 1900, but 12 per cent. of the names 
of the mailing list sent in acknowledgments; of these part were sent regu- 
larly month by month, others for the year or half-year, etc., others irregu- 
larly and intermittently. 


ImMpoRTANT GIFTS AND PURCHASES. 


The gifts of prints from Mr. Avery, Mr. Charles Stewart Smith, and 
others have been noted in the report from the Print Department. In 
addition to the prints Mr. Avery gave many books during the year, as have 
also Mr. Cadwalader, Mr. Maitland, Mr. Rives; and Mr. Schuyler. An 
important gift from the National Railway Publication Company consisted 
of a file of the ‘‘ Official Guide” in 123 volumes, complete from January, 
1868, to 1900; Mr. W. F. Allen, manager of this company, gave a valu- 
able collection of original letters, manuscripts, circulars and pamphlets, 
material fora history of the movement for a standard railway time, adopted 
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in November, 1883. Mrs. Henry R. Hoyt gave a portion of the library of 
the late Judge Charles P. Daly, amounting to 2,284 volumes; Mrs. W. B. 
Duncan gave four works of more than ordinary interest, including 
**Synonima magistri Johannis de Garlandia” (London, 15ro: printed by 
Wynkynn de Worde), ‘‘ Saint Austen’s Manual” (London, 1574: printed 
by John Daye), and a volume containing 42 royal decrees relating to 
French colonies in America. Other important gifts were received from 
Major S. T. Armstrong, Mrs. Sarah E. Barney, Dr. S. A. Binion, Mr. R. 
K. Brown, M. Edmond Bruwaert, Mr. R. R. Bowker, and the Publishers’ 
Weekly, Mr. Charles B. Curtis, Sefior Don José Segungo Decond, Mrs. 
Henry Draper, Mrs. Sarah H. Emerson, Mr. James B. Ford, Messrs. Paul 
L. and Worthington C. Ford, Mrs. E. L. Godkin, Mr. Wm. F. Havemeyer, 
Mr. J. W. Haven, Dr. Nelson H. Henry, Mr. A. E. Henschel, Miss A. 
Hope, Mr. and Mrs. S. V. V. Huntington, Mrs. C. J. James, the Duc de 
Loubat, Lady Meux, Mr. Eliot Norton, Messrs. H. V. and H. W. Poor, 
Mr. Robert P. Porter, Miss Georgina Schuyler, Mr. F. A. Sorge, the 
Estate of S. V. R. Townsend through Mr. Howard Townsend, Rev. J. C. 
Thomas, Mr. R. G. Wiener, Mr. J. Pym Yeatman, and many others, all 
of which have been noted in the monthly Audletins. 

Many States and cities of the country have responded to requests 
for their publications, and from abroad important gifts have been received 
from Great Britain and its colonies, France, Belgium, Netherlands, Norway, 
Italy, Brazil, and Japan. The Imperial Russian Archzological Society, 
the Roumanian Academy, the Actuarial Society of America, and the Ameri- 
can Bible Society have sent in files of their publications; and the New York 
and Brooklyn newspapers, notably the ‘‘ Post,” ‘‘ Times,” ‘‘ Tribune,” 
‘“Engineering Magazine,” and ‘‘ Brooklyn Eagle” have given collections 
of their office pamphlets and books, as well as files of their own publi- 
cations. 

As the fund for the purchase of books is not more than half the amount 
required to keep the reference library up to date in all departments, a care- 
ful selection is necessary, and during the year this selection has been made, 
under the direction of the Library Committee, in accordance with the fol- 
lowing rules, viz. :— 


I. To maintain and increase that department of the Library which is the 
strongest, which gives it a distinctive character, and in which the scholars 
and writers of this country take the greatest interest—namely, American 
history. 


II. To supply a large group of current periodical literature covering all 
the subjects in history, literature, art, science, and technology, for the latest 
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information with regard to which there is the greatest demand on the part 
of readers. 


III. To add important works of reference in departments of growing 
interest and importance, but in which the Library was relatively weak. 


IV. To buy comparatively little in departments which are well covered 
by other professional or technical libraries in the City. 


V. Not to buy high-priced books whose value consists mainly in their 
rarity. 


As stated above, the department in which the Library is richest, and 
which gives it a distinctive character, is American history. The collections 
~ made by Mr. Lenox for early Americana and in colonial history, supple- 
mented by the purchase of the library of the late Mr. George Bancroft, and 
by the gifts of the Ford and the Theodorus Bailey Myers collections, make 
this Library one of the most complete in this department of any libraries 
in this country, and perhaps in the world. To maintain this and increase 
this completeness, we have been buying all new books on the history of the 
United States and of Canada, on the history of the individual States, and 
on the history of counties and towns in the original thirteen States, and in 
New York especially. We have been completing our files of the publica- 
tions of all American historical societies, State and local, and adding to 
our files of old American newspapers as opportunity offered. 

Early American newspapers are of special importance to students of 
American general or local, political or sociological history, and $10,000, 
if it were available, could be most advantageously expended within the 
next five years in enlarging our collection of these valuable documents. 
Closely connected with the subject of American local history is that of 
American genealogy, a.department which is much used and for which 
$1,000 per annum could advantageously be expended in making it com- 
plete. A special endowment for this department would be specially 
desirable. 

Our collection of periodical official publications of the various depart- 
ments of different governments is a large one, but should be much more 
complete to meet the demands upon it. These public records and docu- 
ments are of great importance, and there are but two other libraries in 
the United States which systematically collect them, and these libraries 
are not readily accessible to the writers and teachers of New York City. 
Such documents are demanded by the students of history of a particular 
country, but they are even more necessary to the students of political 
science, economics and sociology. One-fifth of the volumes called for at 
the Astor during the year are in these departments. 
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It appears to me that the time has come to call the attention of those 
interested in the work of the reference library to its special needs, I be- 
lieve that it will be possible to obtain gifts for special purposes approved 
by the donors, and to serve as permanent memorials of their public spirit 
and generosity. The Schiff and Proudfit funds are examples of what is 
needed. This Library could make excellent use of special endowments 
in the departments of art, of music, of education, of the industrial arts, 
of political science and sociology, of finance, of American literature, of 
philosophy and psychology, of English, French, German and Dutch his- 
tory, and of the chemical and physical sciences. 


In conclusion, I take great pleasure in calling attention to the efficiency 
of the Library staff, and to the large amount of good work which they 
have done during the year. This applies as well to those who came to 
us with the New York Free Circulating Library, as to those connected 
with the Central Reference Libraries in the Astor and Lenox Buildings. 
Nothing but a genuine interest in the work could have produced the 
results which have been obtained. The usual monthly meetings of the staff 
have been continued, have been well attended, and have served an excel- 
lent purpose. Iam indebted to the chiefs of the several departments for 
their cordial codperation throughout the year, and for valuable sugges- 
tions as to methods for improving and extending the work of the Library.
